NOTIFICATION 

Customs 

New Delhi, the 27th Mav 1970 

G<S.R. 861.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of sec¬ 
tion 70 of the Customs Act, 1962 ( 52 of 1962), and in supersession of the Passen¬ 
gers (Non-Touriflt) Baggage Rules, 1960, and the Crew Baggage Rules, 1967, the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules for passing free of duty 
baggage of passengers (other than tourists) who arrive from any country other 
than Ceylon, Pakistan or Nepal, namely:— 

1. Short title, conunencemeut and appllcatloiL —(1) These rules luay be called 
the Baggage Rules, 1970. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the 27th June, 1970. 

(S) They shall apply to baggage of all passengers who arrive in India on 
or after the 27th June, 1D7Q. 

2. Used personal effects.—^The used articles of personal wear (excluding Jewe¬ 
llery and wrist watch) and articles in personal use of a passenger for satisfying 
daily necessities of life may be passed free of duty. 
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3. General free allowamee.—In addition to the articles specified in rule 2, an 
adult passenger may also be allowed to import free qf duty articles up to a 
value of Rs. 600, if the proper officer Is satisfied that such articles are for the 
use of the passenger or his farmily or for making gifts or souvenirfl; 

Provided that a passenger below 18 years of age may be allowed to Import 
free of duty articles up to a value of Rs. 126/- if the proper officer is satisfied 
that such articles are for the use of such passenger, 

4. Additional allowance for used houistebold articles.—In the case of a passen¬ 
ger who has resided abroad In one country for over three months and is return¬ 
ing to India within two years of his departure from India, articles actually used 
for running his household, namely, linen, utensils, kitchen appliances and Iron, 
upto an aggregate value of Rs. 500/- may be passed free of duty. 

5. Allowance for professional tools.—Passenger satisfying the condition of 

residence prescribed in rule 4 may be allowed clearance free of duty of auch 
used Instruments, appratus or appliances as are specially designed for use in 
the profeslon or calling followed by him and which any person following the 
same profession or calling would ordinarily carry with him in his prpfesslonal 
tour. 1 


6. Jewellary and wrist watch.—Jewellary and wrist watch In the actual use 

of a passenger who has been residing abroafd for over one year but less than two 
years may be allowed clearance free of duty up to the aggregate value of 
Rs. 600 in the case of a male passenger and Rs. 1,000 in the case of a female 
passenger. I 

7. Unaccompanied baggage.—(1) Subject to the conditions and limitations laid 
down in these rules, the proper officer may pass free of duuty borwi fide unaccom¬ 
panied baggage arriving in India after the arrival of the passenger, if it was In 
his possession abroad and was shipped by sea within one month or despatched 
by air within a fortnight of the passenger^a arrival In India: 

Provided that If the Assistant Collector of Customs or the Collector of Customs 
or the Board, as the case may be, is satisfied that the passenger could not ship or 
despatch his bona fide un-accompanied baggage within the period aforesaid In spite 
oE his having taken all reasonable steps for that purpose, the Assistant Collector 
of Customs may extend the time limit of one month to two months or of a fort¬ 
night to one month, as the case may be and the Collector of Customs may extend 
the time limits to six months and the Board may extend up to any further time. 


(2) Bona fide baggage of a passenger landed at any Customs station within 
two months before his arrival in India may be passed free of duty by the pro¬ 
per officer subject to the conditions and limitations laid down in these rules; 


Provided that the Assistant Collector of Customs may, in his discretion, ex¬ 
tend the time limit for the arrival of the passenger up to four months and the 
Collector of Customs may extend up to any further time If the said Assistant 
Collector or the Collector, as the case may be, is satisfied that the passenger was 
prevented by sufficient cause from arriving in India within the aforesaid period 
of two months. t 


8. Appllcution of these rules to members of the crew.—These rules, except rule 
4, shall apply, in respect of officers and members of the crew engaged in a foreign- 
going vessel for clearance of their baggage at the time of final pay off on ter- 
minatio nof their engagement: 

Provided that the concession under rule 5 shall not be allowed except at the 
time of final pay off on termination of first engagement in a foreign-going vessel 

9. Articles not exempted from duty;—^Notwithstanding the provisions of rules 
3 and 4, the following articles shall not be passed free of duty under these rules, 
namely:— 


(1) Air Conditioner. 

(ID Refrigerator. 

(iii) Cooking range. 

(iv) Washing Machine. 

(v) Motor cycle, Scooter and Moped. 

(vl) Radiogram other than battery operated, 
(vii) Television Set 
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(vlU) Tape Recorder other than battery operated. 

(lx)_ Amplifier. 

(xX Movie Camera. 

(xi) Movie Projector, 

(xii) Firearms. 

(xiii) Golf Clubs. 

(xiv) Cigarettes exceeding 200 or cigars exceeding 50 or Tobacco exceeding 
2w grammes. 

(xv) Alcoholic liquor in excess of 0.75 litre.
